Iran has been under heavy 
pressures from neighboring Rus- 
sia ever since the war’s ends The 
country, rich in oil, has become 
one of the nervous focal points 
of the cold war. An American 
mission has been in Iran advising 
and training Iranian troops. 

Story of Spying Activity. 

The Soviet refugee is reliably 
reported to have given this pic- 
ture of the ring:

“Last Mile” Tour in 1948. 

Two years ago Harry Truman 
went on tour with all the confi- 
dence of a man walking his last 
mile at Sing Sing. He had in- 
herited the White House through 
death, he was widely regarded 
as a political accident, and he 
was up against the most per- 
sistent presidential candidate 
since William Jennings Bryan. 

In those uphappy days Truman 
displayed a large inferiority com- 
plex to small crowds.

Harry 
Truman, ex-artillery captain, pa- 
raded all day with his comrades 
of the Thirty-fifth Division, then 
had energy left to deliver a 
major address that night. His 
comrades were worn out — they 
stayed away. Result was Presi- 
dent Truman spoke to empty 
rows and thunders of silence. The 
photographers played up those 
empty rows and it appeared no- 
body would listen to Truman 
speak except the press which had 
to and was paid accordingly. 


Boner Brought Despair. 

That almost-fatal address was 
delivered in Aksarben Coliseum. 
Aksarben is Nebraska spelled 
backwards. Everything was going | 
backwards for Truman. 

The worst blow fell as the Tru- 
man party left Sun Valley, Idaho. 
The first stop that morning was 
made at a one-street hamlet 
where the obliging Truman 
agreed to dedicate Wilma Airport. 
Improvising from meager notes, 
the President of the United 
States delivered an eloquent tri- 
bute to the local flyer to whom 
the airport was being dedicated— 
a gallant soldier of the skies who 
had fought for his country over- 
seas and, to quote the President, 
had made “the supreme sacri- 
fice.” 

Unfortunately, there had been 
no such hero, no such sacrifice 
—the airport was dedicated to a 
country girl named Wilma who 
had been killed while hedge-hop- 
ping with a boy fgend.

CHICAGO, May 9 (AP)—Rail- 
roads involved in a strike set for 
6 a.m. (local time) tomorrow, be- 
gan placing embargoes on freight 
and passenger traffic today. 

The Pennsylvania railroad, 
largest of the four singled out 
for the walkout by the Brother- | 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, announced it is pre- 
paring to halt operations of its 
passengers and freight trains 
west and north of Harrisburg, 


At Indianapolis, a New York 
Central spokesman said, if the 
strike materializes, efforts will 
be made to operate one freight 
train daily between St. Louis and 
Cleveland. Passenger trains that 
would be discontinued, the New 
York Central spokesman said, in- 
clude nine between St. Louis and 
Cleveland, and five between Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati. 

The Santa Fe Railway System 
said it is curtailing passenger 
service, starting today. Plans for 
a freight embargo remain to be 
completed. 

In Washington, the Southern 
Railway System issued an embar- 
go on movement of all freight 
and passenger traffic which can- 
not reach it&S destination or clear 
Southern System lines before the 
strike deadline. 

Meanwhile, federal _ mediators 
strove desperately to effect a 
peaceful settlement.

Careful planning of neighbor- 
hoods before eonstruction, fol- 
lowed by community action 
through the years to maintain 
standards, is necessary to pre- 
vent growth of slums, it was 


brought out last night et the third | 


meeting of the Housing Forum, 
sponsored by the Citizens’ Couwn- 
cil on Housing and Community 
Planning. 


Viewpoints of members of the 
five-man panel ranged from that 
of Joseph H. Vatterott, builder of 
small homes. and building in- 
dustry spokesman, to that of Leo 
Goodman of Washington, director 
of the CIO National Housing 
‘Committee, but there was no 
fundamental difference in their 
answers to the question which 
was the theme of the meeting: 
“Can we build homes and plan 
new neighborhoods so as to pre- 
vent future slums?” 


Examples of Planning Cited. 


Vatterott told how he and other 
subdivision promoters in_ St. 
Louis county had worked with the 
county planning commission and 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration in laying out attractive 
neighborhoods, intended to pro- 
vide “good living” for many 
years. 

“In one 347-acre subdivision, 
for example, we set aside 120 
acres for a park, playground and, 
a golf course, with other areas 
reserved for schools, churches 
and a shopping center,” Vatterott 
said. 

“But in addition to the advance 

planning, the people who live in 
the area must be educated to take 
care of it. What happens when 
they don’t was illustrated during 
the war when nice homes were 
practically wrecked by tenants 
who didn’t care. Too often it is 
the people themselves who make 
slums.” 
- Neighborhood standards can be 
maintained by subdivision trust 
agreements, or restrictive coven- 
ants, and by improvement asso- 
ciations, Vatterott said. 

Clothing Union Apartment 

Goodman told how members of 
the Amalgamzted Clothing Work- 
ers’ Union in New York got the 
kind of homes they wanted 
through co-operative action, start- 
ing in 1927. Apartments were 
built so inexpensively that month- 
ly payments were at the rate of 
only $11.50 a room at the out- 
set and as low as $15 a room 
recently, Goodman said. 

“And these people, by working 
together, not only got good homes 
but also a fine social and com- 
munity organization,” he said. 

M. Eugene Baughman, execu- 
tive secretary of the St. Louis 
County Planning Commission, 
said his agency served “to dove- 
tail communities together” under 
the county’s master plan, and 
acted to protect the over-all in- 
terest through zoning regulations. 

“We count heavily on the lo- 
cal groups to protect their neigh- 
borhoods, but the zoning ordi- 
mance serves to reinforce the 
neighborhood organization, for ex- 
ample, if someone tries to make 
his single family home into a 
duplex, or set up a hot dog stand, 
or open a trailer camp, Baugh- 
man said. | 

He acknowledged, in response 
to a question by Goodman, that 
when an area incorporates as a 
municipality it goes out of the 
jurisdiction of the planning com- 
mission. He said that most of 
the municipality zoning plans 
were drafted so as to tie in with 
- the county plan, but that in some 
cases they were not “in the best 
interest of the county as a whole. 

“well,” .asked Goodman, 
“haven't there been cases of small 
units blocking broad develop- 
ment, as in the present case of the 
Delmar boulevard extension to 
the west?” 

“Yes, there have been a num- 
ber of developments blocked—not 
only Delmar, but the proposed ex- 


tension of Hanley road, and the 
proposed extension of Kirkham 


avenue into Kirkwood,” replied 
Baughman. “But that is just de- 
mocracy at work.” 

Providing for Land Space. 

Lincoln B. Hockaday, instruc- 
tor in the Washington University 
School of Architecture, said that 
community planning, to provide 
comfortable, pleasant living, re- 
quired “an emotional quality.” 

“The heart of the problem is to 
learn how people want to live to- 
gether.” '. said. “We know that 
Amertcans like space. Land is 
relatively cheap in the St. Louis 
area, and for small homes we 
should plan not less than 5000 
square feet of ground space.

“And do you know,” an old- 
timer on the turf beat said, 
“that I'll see a hundred or more 
races this season that are bet- 
ter, more attractive than that 
Derby. In the first place the 
Kentucky is too early to be a 
fair test of three-year-olds.” 

And what was the turf old- 
timer’s favorite race? 

“Well, the Derby’s just anoth- 
er race to me, but I’d go a long 
way to see my favorite. That's 
the Futurity. The horses are 
nominated virtually before 
they’re born. And in that you 
get a line on the best young 
horses on the track.” 

Somebody else suggested that 
there wasn’t another big sports 
event or spectacle about Which 
the spectators had so little 
knowledge. j

Rookie Bill Pierro, 6-foot, 160- 
pound righthander from Waco, 
Tex., came within one hit of twirl- 
ing a no-hitter in leading Indian- 
apolis over Kansas City, 8-0, last 
night. 

The slender, 23-year-old hurler, 
who had an 18-ll record for 
Waco, had his job spoiled in the 
eighth with two out when Archie 
Wilson tripled against the score- 
board. He issued six walks, had 
one wild pitch and hit one batter. 

Pierro takes his place among 
the crop of rookie pitchers who 
are proving exceptionally sharp 
in the American Association this 
season. It was his second victory 
without defeat. He started two 
other games, failing to finish be- 
cause of wildness, but both vic- 
tories were complete games. He 
has pitched 31 2-3 innings, allow- 
ing 13 hits and seven runs. 

The league-leading Indians,

Russian Freedom 


Soviet people. accustomed to the atmos- 
phere of freedom of our great Motherland, 
cannot reconcile themselves with what they 
see in so-called democratic America and 
with what does not and cannot exist in our 
country, 

Thus the Russian navy newspaper Red Fleet. 
A whiff of that afmosphere of freedom biew 
last weck into Germany, and its smell was the 
stench of the slave galley. Germans were horri- 
fied at the announcement by Tass, the Soviet 
Government's news agency, that all the German 
prisoners of war who will ever come home 
have now come home. 

By the Russians’ own figures of five years 
ago. which they nov deny, this means that 
1.500.000 Germans still in the Soviet Union will 
work out their wretched lives as slaves of the 
government. “Monstrous,” Kurt Schumacher, 
leader of the Socialist party in western Ger- 
many. calls it, and monstrous the civilized world 
calls it. 

“Disregard for humanity.” Gen. MacArthur 
called the same kind of treatment which the 
Russians have given more than 300,000 Japanese 
prisoners of war. Last summer the Kremlin an- 
nounced to Japan what it has just announced to 
Germany—that no more war prisoners would 
return. Were the rest dead? Or were they living 
the existence of beasts, as those few who have 
escaped say the slaves of the Soviet Government 
live? Moscow would not make even this pitiful 
fact known. It. said only that there were still 
10.000 Japanese prisoners in Russia who would 
be kept there because they were “war criminals.” 

When a furore was created by Russia's an- 
nouncement that there were no more Japanese 
prisoners to return, the Kremlin called itself a 
liar by returning 2500 more, and a few months 
later, another 3500, which lent a sort of men- 
dacious ridiculousness to the whole affair. 

Nor are the Germans and Japanese all. There 
are Greeks, there’ are nationals of Estonia and 
other Baltic countries, there are Russians them- 
selves who are considered “politically unstable.” 

Evidence that the Soviet Union is basing its 
economy to a considerable extent on this slave 
labor has been presented to the United Nations. 


Toni Sender of the American Federation of La- 


bor presented documentary proof of it. Russia 
admits operating concentration camps but claims 
they are “corrective” and humane. Those who 
escape tell the facts: Slaves worked seven days 
a week, fed near-slop if they produce and starved 
if they don't. An unknown number of them, es- 
timated at between 10 and 15 million. One out 
of every 10 or so workers in Russia. 

This is the Russia that parrots Karl Marx, 
who bade the workers of the. world to unite, 
since they had nothing to lose but their chains: 
This is the Russia that bids workers of all 
countries pay their first allegiance to the 
Soviet Union as the proteetor of their liberties. 
This is the Russia that preaches freedom and 
practices slavery.

lf Not, Who? 

The power of Rome had been consolidating for 
more than five centuries when Caesar played the 
prologue for the Augustan age. The Norman 
conquest was equally far in the past when the 
Elizabethan mariners brought England onto the 
world stage. France was old when Joan of Arc 
turned the tide against the British. Still, another 
200 years were to pass before Richelieu’s policy 
was to dominate the Continent. Thus, these 
powers had centuries to become acquainted with 
the world and their eventual role in it. 

Yet as recently as, say, 1910, the voice of the 
United States was hardly heard in discussions of 
world problems. Today only one other voice 
speaks with anything approaching its volume. 
That is the Slavie voice of Russia, a voice which 
rose above the rest only in the last five years. 

These are the historical facts: which Arthur 
Havs Sulzberger, publisher of the New York 
Trmes, had in mind when he said at the Univer- 
of Missouri's Journalism week that it is 
“impressive and more than slightly alarming” 
that the two nations which possess the power of 
decision in the world today are the least experi- 
enced of the great powers. 

No doubt, it is inexperience which makes both 
voices so strident on occasion. Certainly, the 
Russians frequently talk as though words had no 
consequences. This is all the more alarming 
because the Russian voice is so uniform. Always 
it emerges from the official mouth. “ The habits 
of democracy—which Americans, fortunately, 
acquired long before they were exposed to world 
responsibility—make the American voice less 
absolute. But when it is used by political dema- 
gogues and self-seekers, it carries overtones of 
irresponsibility which can only shock those who 
have learned from their experience that interna- 
tional politics is a delicate business, delicate as 
the finest, thinnest china. 

These facts, too, Mr.-Sulzberger had in mind 
when he begged for less irresponsible talk in 
Washington. And he was also thinking that if 
the press of thé nation were a bit more respon- 
sible, the nation’s Senators might speak with 
more restraint. For better or for worse, the 
press is the great American educator. It might 
fit the American people for the exercise of

power as they have not been fitted by experi- 
ence. But a considerable part of the press hard- 
ly lives up to the duty which has come to it. 

Is it perhaps unreasonable to expect editors 
and publishers to show a greater maturity than 
history has vouchsafed to the average man? Is 
the press, on the whole, unable to guide its 
readers with wisdom and with humility? If not, 
who will? Wbo will enable us to fight the good 
fight under the hot sun’

Knauff Case Race for Time 

The case of war bride Ellen Knauff now pre- 
sents one of those spectacles which makes the 
United States look silly from time to time in 
the eyes of the world. Without a voice of dis- 
sent, the House of Representatives—the branch 
of the government closest to the American peo- 
ple—has ‘approved a bill to‘admit her to this 
country under the War Brides Act. The bill is 
now in the Senate for further action, Yet it is 
touch and go. . whether she will not bé deported 
because of technicalities in judicial and admin- 
istrative procedur®. 

Here is the hitch: Federal Judge Clancy, in 
New York, has nullified the writ of habeas cor- 
pus which has protected Mrs. Knauff from re- 
turn to Germany as a “security risk”—a securi- 
ty risk, however, of a “nature” that has never 
been explained to her, to her lawyer, to Con- 
gress or to citizens who have interested them- 
selves in her case. If this writ of habeas corpus 
is not restored by a higher court or replaced, 
by another writ, the Immigration Service will 
be able ‘to proceed with its avowed intention of 
firing back immediately this wife of an Ameri- 
can combat veteran. 

The one immediate hope is with a three-judge 
court from the federal appeals bench presided 
over by the great jurist, Learned Hand. Judge 
Harrie B. Chase of that court set back the Dis- 
trict Attorney when the latter insisted that the 
issuance of a writ or a stay of the exclusion or- 
der would be “an abuse of judicial power.” Judge 
Chase's sound and pointed reply was that he did 
not think the national security would be threat- 
ened by a delay until a hearing could be held 
by the three-judge court. 

Is there now a conspiracy of vindictiveness in 
this ease? Are the Department of Justice, the 
Immigration Service and the District Attorney's 
office in New York joined in an effort to get 
this little woman out of the country before the 
Senate can act? 

If so, then the Knauff case presents a more 
serious issue today than it has up to now. If so, 
then the high-handedness of months ago is weak 
and tentative compared to the arbitrariness now 
working behind the scenes. 

If so, then this is star chamber stuff pure 
and simple. The wonder is that a man with the 
generally fine and human instincts of Attorney 


General McGrath might be a party to it.

Building Permits, Marriage Licenses 

In pleading for extension, of federal rent con- 
trol, Mayor Darst told the House Banking and 
Currency Committee that nly 3430 rental units 
were built in St. Louis in the last three years 
while 10.859 marriage licenses were issued last 
year alone. 

This was by no means the Mayor's full story, 
but it was a dramatic illustration of how tight 
the St. Louis housing situation really is. Con- 
ditions are worsened by the high rentals charged 
for new units. These, according to the Mayor, 
run 50 per cent above controlled units. 

It goes against human nature to believe that 
all landlords would resist the temptation to 
make a “killing” if ceilings were removed. Grant- 


ed that controls may be working hardships in 


some cases, the remedy certainly is not to 
remove all restraints and let the devil catch 
the hindmost. 

The city’s aldermen have voted unanimously 
for the continuation of rent control. Most of 
the suburban mayors favor it. Other communi- 
ties also feel that it is the only safeguard so 
long as the current housing shortage persists. 
But the House committee seems inclined to be- 
little such evidence. Congress certainly should 
rise above the committee's present attitude. The 
failure to do so would result in just what Mayor

No Rainbows? 

New Jersey is about to be treated to a spec- 
tacle no Jersevite should miss. For a copple of 
self-advertised sunmakers will pit their skill as 
weathermen against New York’s rainmaker— 
and let the raindrops fall where they may. 

The sunmakers are not the men to give away 
the secret of what might eventually. prove to 
be their success. With a grandeur befitting 
their high-level calling, they announced only 
that they “cause sunshine by disturbing atmos- 
pheric conditions.” 

The rainmaker disturbs atmospheric condi- 
tions, too. But he admits that he has profaned 
an ancient and honorable calling by using such 
mundane materialistic devices as silver iodide. 

Not being dolts enough to get caught in the 
middle of a battle between such titans, we 
decline to predict the result. But we advise the 
citizenry of New Jersey to wear bathing suits. 
Then they'll be appropriately appareled, no 


matter what the outcome.

Realities in Indochina 
The first result of Secretary of State Acheson's 
round of conferences in Paris and London is his 
announcement that economic and military aid 
will be sent immediately to Frénch Indochina. 
Such aid has been in the works for months. 
The crucial question about it is whether in giv- 
ing aid the United States is to obtain from France 


concessions looking toward genuine independ- . 


ence for Indochina. Secretary Acheson indicates 
that we “expect” a steadily larger degree of 
self-government. Unless that progress comes 
promptly and is real, our program of aid to In- 
dochina will be morally and expediently weak. 

Quite apart from the moral question of using 
American power to bolster European colonialism 
in the Far East, virtually every correspondent 
who knows that area reports that any attempt 
to do so would be doomed ‘in advance.. Thus 
Philips Talbot, Chicago Daily News correspond- 
ent, recently wrote: 

United States support for Bao Dai is 
caught in the dilemma that he cannot now 
hold power in Viet Nam without the help of 
the French army, and yet he cannot win 
Vietnamese nationalist support without re- 
jecting French rule. 

There is Gne possible way out. That fs for the 
French to do what Britain did in India and Bur- 
ma, and what the Dutch did in Indonesia—volun- 
tarily abdicate a power which can be temporarily 
held only by excessive force and in the long run 
cannot be held at all. ' 

Unless American policy is grounded firmly on 
that principle, we are not likely to gain friends 
in Southeast Asia, and the dollars we spend 
will be largely if not entirely wasted. 
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Did KMPC Distort the News?

Civil Liberties Union officers deny that Government is engaged 
in censorship in KMPC case; station is accused of editorializing in 
news broadcasts; radio is licensed in “public interest,” which the 
FCC must enforce; asks if falsitied news is in the public interest. 


A Letter to The Washington ‘Post 


In your editorial you take the position 
that the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion is “embarking upon a policy of cen- 
sorship” by holding hearings on charges 
of bias and news-slanting against George 
A. Richards, owner of Station KMPC in 
Los Angeles. We cannot agree. 


Indeed, although the American Civil 
Liberties Union is a determined foe of 
censorship, it fully supports the FCC’s 
holding hearings on these grave charges. 


Anyone with the necessary resources 
can publish a magazine, newspaper, or 
throwaway. There is no physical limit to 
publication of opinions. But all would be 
chaos if all those who wished to run radio 
stations did so, for there are only a lim- 
ited number of fgequencies over which 
broadcasts can be sent. 


It was for this reason the FCC was 
organized and radio stations licensed. Be- 
cause of this, the individual station has a 
greater responsibility to adhere to stand- 
ards of public interest, standards which 
the FCC must enforce. Under the law, a 
broadcast license cannot be issiied to serve 
a private interest. 


One Criterion for Radio , 


Indeed, the industry itself has long rec- 
ognized the principle of diversity of voices 
and of presenting both sides of controver- 
sial issues. The sole criterion determining 
issuance or renewal of a license is sensibly, 
whether the licensee’s operation will be or 
has been in the public interest, conven- 
ience and necessity. 


The issue, as you point out, is whether 
Richards is a fit person to operate KMPC, 
The charges are not merely that he colored 
or distorted the news. He is charged with 
much worse than that. He is charged with 


editorialization in his news broadcasts. 
When Station WLIB in New York City 


recently presented, openly, editorial pro- 
grams supporting a federal FEPC, the 
FCC quite properly ruled that it was 
under a duty to seek out opponents of 


FEPC and permit them to have their say 
in the public interest of full discussion, 
pro and con. But when Richards allegedly 
editorialized in his news broadcasts, he 
never made any attempt to present the 
opposing views. 


Richards allegedly told his newscasters 
to read newspaper editorials as if they 
were news items. The head of the public 
affairs department of KMPC has testified, 
for example, that Richards frequently .in- 
structed him to make sure that Westbrook 
Pegler’s columns—certainly not straight 
news reporting by any stretch of the imagi- 
nation—were included in the news broad- 
casts repeatedly on the same day, and ex- 
pressly ordered that it not be labeled as 
an editorial. 


Below Minimum Standards 


It has been testified that Richards di- 


* rected actual fabrications of stories—that 


Mrs. Roosevelt and Henry Wallace were to 
run on the same ticket, and that Mrs. 
Roosevelt had been intoxicated at the time 
of an automobile accident. 

Certainly such conduct would “fall hope- 
lessly below the minimum standards of 
public service”—the point at which your 
editorial admitted the license might be 
revoked. } 


The issue is not oné of censorship. It 


proved)ea person who directs news slant- 
ing, editorializes in the disguise of news 
presentation, has editorials read as tf they 
were news, and directs actual -falsification 
of news, is a person who is operating the 
station in the public interest. 
If the facts are as ¢eharged, the answer 
is obvious. It is a resounding, “No!”

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Between Book Ends 
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Saturated With Self Esteem 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF WILLIAM STEKEL. Edited 
by Emil Ag Gutheil, M.D... With an Intreduction by 
Hilda Stekel. (Liveright, 293 pags.) 

William Stekel was one of the pioneers. 
in the development of psychotherapy. He 
was inspired by his teacher, the great Sig- 
mund Freud, with whom he Jater quarreled 
and parted company. He practiced in Vi-- 
enna, until the Nazis overran Austria,’ 
when he fled to Switzerland and later 
to England, where he made his home and 
resumed his practice. 

There is little doubt thaé Dr. Stekel 
was a man with some of the earmarks of 
genius or that he was a skillful, thought- 
ful practitioner of his specialty. It would 
seem, nevertheless, that in spite of this 
and of his authorship of a score or more 
of stimulating and provocative books of 
psychotherapy, he did not add to his in- 

tellectual’ stature 
when he wrote his 
last book, his duto- 
biography. 

One seldom en- 
counters a volume so 
saturated with the 
spirit of self esteem. 
The editor of the 
book, who prepared ° 
it for publication,- 
and who was a pupil 
and unrestrained ad- 
mirer of Stekel, re- 
fers to this factor of 
self love as “unre- 
served narcissism.” 
My own imagination - 

leads me to believe that the surface of 

the particular pool into which this Nar- 
cissus looked upon himself must have had 

a peculiarly unrippled, reflecting surface 

that pleasingly flattered the gazer. 

Then too, the average reader must ex- 
perience at least a certain degree of revul- 
sion against an author who describes, in 
detail, his own first experience in sex at 
the age of two and a half years, with a 
sweetheart, pro tem, who was presumably 
his own age—an author who repeatedly 
emphasizes his own concupiscence in the. 
presence of attractive female patients; who 
is unabashed by his own vainglory but 
apologizes to his readers for any possible 
conceit that may lie in his praise of the 
intelligence of his beloved dogs; who failed 
to adjust his own marital life, along psycho- 
therapeutic lines, to protect him against di- 
vorce and who finally so far failed in the — 
practical application of his own counsels, » 
techniques, analyses and therapies that he 
ended his own life by suicide. 

It is probably true, as Doctor Gutheil.

HIS is National Hearing 

Week, and during these few 

days we shall hear a great 
deal about this whole question of 
impaired hearing. According to 
the Hearing Foundation, one out 
of 10 persons in the United 
States has impaired hearing. 

We read a great deal about 
those who suffer from heart dis- 
ease, cancer and polio. Yet, there 
are three times as many people 
who are handicapped by impaired 
hearing than those who suffer 
from all these diseases combined. 
Everyone of us should keep a 
watchful eye on our children so 
far as their hearing is concerned. 
There are now 3,000,000 young- 
sters who are hard of hearing in 
this country. One million of them 
require special training, hearing 
aids and lip reading to get 
through school, but if the rest of 
them get medical attention in 
time many of them will be saved 
from permanent hearing loss. 

=e. 


CHILDREN OFTEN GET im- 
paired hearing after the diseases 
that normally attack children, so 
it would be well to check their 
hearing after each illness. Also, 


‘there are many industries that 


cause deafness. And if grown- 
ups would realize this they should 
wear ear protectors, which would 
help them considerably. 

It is actually very costly not to 
detect hearing impairments in 
children. It often causes appar- 
ent dullness, and it was ascer- 
tained a little while ago that in 
one city with a population of 
324,000, children with hearing 
defects were repeating their 
grades four times as often as 
normal-hearing children in the 
same school. The cost per capita 
for each child in the school was 
$117, so these extra repetitions in 
the grade were costly to the tax- 
payer.

AN UNUSUAL AWARD was 
given last week to America’s elder 
statesman, Bernard M. Baruch.

Their Jobs Help Win College Degrees 


7 Students From Antioch Working at St. mene rems a Part of Ingining, Cite Varied Experiences

N the laboratory at Barnes 

Hospital a pretty redhead from 

Minneapolis is typing up a case 
record. At the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works a boy from Rad- 
ford, Va., is testing an aspirin 
tablet. And at the St. Louis Fami- 
ly and Children’s Service a Cin- 
cinnati girl is trying to amuse an 
unruly youngster whose mother 
iv conferring wth a case worker. 


All three are working full-time 
at the going rate of pay. for their 
jobs. But, strictly speaking, 
they're not working for a living. 
They're laboring toward a college 
degree and unless the boss likes 
their work they won't only get 
fired. They may never graduate, 
either. 

The three students are part of 
a contigent of -seven currently 
placed with local industries by 
Antioch College at Yellow 
Springs, O. For 30 years now 
this co-educat‘-nal school has 
been turning dut a pretty unique 
brand of college graduate—the 
kind that tempers respect for the 
sheepskin with appreciation for a 
modest weekly pay check. 

Antioch boss ard girls need 
five years to get through college 
because six months of each year 
are spent in two shifts at jobs 
with more than 500 big-time em- 
ployers in 30-odd states. But when 
they’re through they will have 
lived in perhaps a dozen cities 
and worked in establishments 
ranging from mental hospitals to 
atomic energy laboratories. There 
probably isn’: a single square peg 
in a round hole among the 1100 
youngsters on the campus. 


Take 20-year-old Bill Schweich 
of Clayton, for instance. . He al- 
ways wanted to be a doctor. He 
still does. But when his first 
“co-op job” turned out to be a 
spot as operating room orderly 
at Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York a lot of the textbook glam- 
our of the medical. profession 
landed in the ashcan. He made 
$95 a month plus room and board 
at the hospital and never fainted 
once, no matter how hair-raising 
the operations turned out. 


After his next spell of studying 
at school, the personnel depart- 
ment sent him to the state mental 
hospital at Farnhurst, Del. He 
was recreational therapist at the 
institution and, he says, “For the 
first time in my life I felt su- 
perior at playing ball. I was bet- 
ter than the patients.” Right 


_ now Bill has a fine deal, living at 


home and workihg at Shaw’s 
Garden as assistant to Edgar An- 
derson, geneticist and botany pro- 
fessor at Washington University. 

A harder time making ends 
meet is being experienced by 
Polly Exner and Ann Thurlow. 
Polly, who is 20 and comes’ from 
Minneapolis, is doing clerical 
work at Barnes Hospital and 
hopes soon to get some technical 
chores to do in the laboratory. 
In a previous job, she made 
$27.10 a week plus an occasional

Fix It Yourself

Basement Window Wells. 


ONG ago someone invented 
L window wells around basement 

windows so that the basement 
would get more air and _ light. 
This was a fine idea except that 
some wells fill the basement with 
water as well as that air and light. 

If the soil around the basement 
wall of your house is well drained, 
the chances are that 12 to 18 
inches of gravel in the bottom of 
the well will prevent any water 
seeping through around the base- 
ment window. Naturally, the top 
of the gravel should be several 
inches below the bottom of the 
window. In a case where the 
ground is not very well drained 
it’s best to forget the gravel and 
put in a drain tile at the bottom 
of the well. This can be run to 
a dry well or storm sewer. The 
bottom of the well can, with the 
exception of the opening for the 
drain line, be coated with cement. 
This will prevent dirt and gravel 
getting into the line. If all this 
sounds like. too much work, you 
can build little tops for the wells 
that are hinged to the sides of the 
house. The only thing here is 
that someone has to be around 
and has to remember to drop the 
well covers when it starts to rain.

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OST of our readers are more 
troubled by the laws than by 
what they should meld or dis- 
card on a given hand, though the 
melding and discarding score or 
save the points and the laws are 
merely a source of argument.

He was playing in a four-hand 
partnership game. Both sides 
needed 120, and our fortunate 
correspondent had a score of 
4700 to his opponents’ 3100. This 
advantage was big enough, but 
soon it became even greater: Our 
correspondent’s partner soon 
made the initial meld with two 
jokers and two kings. 

Now our friend was in the 
fortunate position of being able 
to go out if he wanted to. With 
two kings and a deuce he could 
complete a canasta, and the rest 
of his hand was meldable—A A 2, 
662, 777. The kibitzers’ gal- 
lery agreed that he would be 
foolish not to go out, when it 
would mean winning the game at 
once, but our correspondent was- 
n’t quite convinced. What would 
we advise? 

It is important to remember 
that the points you score above 
5000 count just as much as those 
below. There’s no bonus for win-* 
ning the game; all that matters 
is how many points you score. In 
this case, five wild cards are in 
sight, including two jokers; your 
opponents should have trouble 
even making their initial meld; 
you may run the entire deck with- 
out their doing so; this may turn 
out to be one of those 5000- 
points-in-one-deal hands! 

A good Canasta principle is: 
when you've got the edge, pro- 
long the *game. In this case, our 
friend could have his cake and 
eat it too. With two kings and a 
deuce he could complete a ca- 
nasta. Then he might meld his 
sevens. But his other cards he 
should hold, playing to score 
more points while the opponents 
can't.
